Dilute 2.125 fluid ounces of this product [product name] per galion of
water and apply as a crack and crevice treatment to empty chests, bureaus and storage sites. After airing, infested
articles may be lightly treated with the spray solution (keep the nozzle at least three feet from the fabric to avoid
staining).
